if Canadian food production is to be kept at a high level, wider use of ma- 
chinery will be necessary to offset shortages of labor.

But, he said in an address prepar- 
ed for delivery before the American 
Legion convention here, “I do not 
think we should be unduly alarmed 
or discouraged at this.” 

“For after all, history teaches us 
that on the conclusion of all great 
wars there are serious differences of 
opinion on all matters connected 
with peace and its many intricate 
problems. 


“And, if others disagree with us, 
and if we cannot persuade them to 
our way of thought, then the next 
best thing we can do is to settle our 
affairs with those whose views coin- 
cide with our own.”
